Historical Interest. 


Chattanooga, Tcnn.. .Inly 2<>.— Few 


cities on the American continent are 
of greater historic interest than CUat- 
tanooga, with its mountains and riv- 
ers and great battlefields; and it was 


largely to these points of historic 


interest that the city was selected as 
the place for the 47th National En- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 


The point of greater interest, per- 


haps, to all tourists is Lookout Moun- 
tain. This mountain rises about ...'Hi 
feet above sea level, and 
HiOO 
feet 


above the level of the valley in which 
Chattanooga is located. 
It nes to the 


•west of the city, and towers in plain 
view of the business ana residential 
districts. The mountain is reached by 
trolley lines to St. Khno. and incline 
and new surface road to the top of 
the mountain. 
It will be of interest 


to most readers to say here that the 
scene of Mrs. Augusta Evans-Wilson's 
famous novel, "St. Elmo." that has 
been read by the thousands, was laid 
in the valley along 
the 
slopes 
of 


Lookout mountain. The suburb too!; 
its name from this book. 


Lookout mountain is a summer re- 


sort for the south. 
It is covered at 


convenient 
distances 
with 
cottages 


for summer living, but of recent years 
many palatial homes have been built 
in this land above the 
clouds, and 


people reside there all the year round. 
The view from many noints on Look- 
out mountain is unrivaled in beauty. 


Chickamauga national park and Ft. 


Oglethorpe brigade army .post, com- 
bined to make that historic field a 
point of intense interest. As Chicka- 
mauga' furnishes the high water mark 
for casualties in battle, it also reaches 
high water 
mark 
for 
monuments. 


There are more memorials on these 
fields than any other in existence. 
The army post and battlefield com- 
bined to make Chickamauga a point 
of great interest to all tourists who 
visit the south. 


Missionary ridge and Orchard Knob 


are famed in war. and worth the price 
and trouble of a visit. 
Both points 


are reached from the heart of the city 
by trolley lines at a cost of five cents. 


There are a number of old forts iir 


the business and residential districts? 
of Chattanooga that have historic in- 
terest. 
These forts, however, 
have 


•been built over by business blocks and 
residences. 
Historical 
tablets are 


placed to mark the sites of all forts 
over which enterprise has spread it- 
wings. Cameron hill, west of tne bi:s'~ 
ness section of the city, 
is a point 


worth visiting;. This hill towers about 
500 feet above the level of the valley. 
The city has built a public park on 
the summit of this 
hill. The 
view 


from to]) of Cameron hui is very fine. 


Across the Tennessee 
river, north 


of the city, there 
are a 
number of 


points of interest. The best of these. 
however, is Signal mountain, some- 
times called AValden's ridge, a spur of 
the 
Uumberlands. 
This mountain 


range has an average altittiuc of '2,w<- 
feet above sea level, with peaks run- 
ning up five hundred feet Higher.

MEAT PRICES 


IN NEWARK ARE 


STILL SOARING 


Supply Grown Shorter I>»y by l>«y 
ami « Further Advance is Pre- 
dicted by Uealers. 


"The price of meat in this part of 
the country is going to take another 
bound higher 
with the 
proapeeta 
that it will not come down," was 
the statement of a local meat dealer 
today. 
Both pork and beef are go- 
ing to soar is the opinion 
of all 
wholesalers and 
retailers in 
this 


city.To drag the price down from Us 
lofty pinacle IB 
to accomplish 
the 


impossible in this part of the coun- 
try, is generally accepted by anyone 
familiar with the position 
of the 


market in this epoch. No tariff bill 
can bring the much talked of relief 
by meat being 
shipped into 
thU 
country from South America 
and 
Australia. 
Meat in the,coast towns 
has depreciated in price when meat 
from foreign shores has been placed 
on the immediate market, but any 
effect of foreign meat upon the local 
market is predicted to be an impos- 
sibility. All beef that is shipped in- 
to the city from any outside source 
will be controlled by the same deal* 
ers who now 
control the 
present 


market, is the 
opinion of 
several 


well known Newark dealers. 
Immense plants in Australia and 


South America have been installed 
within the past 
several 
years in 
which the meat is frozen in order to 
keep it 
on its voyage across the 


ocean. After being frozen the meat 
is placed in cold storage and kept 
in its frozen state. On being thawed 
out at its destination the meat will 
not keep long before 
sold to the 


consumer. 
Meat thus frozen seems 
to be more tender after having been 
cooked. 
It is stated by chemists 
that this tenderness is caused by the 
tissues of the meat being decayed 
by the freezing 
process. 
If the 


present tariff bill is a go the peo- 
ple of the coast towns may soon be 
eating frozen meat exclusively and 
South America 
and Australia will 
install many 
new 
meat 
freezing 
plants. 
Quotations from the local market 
today are as follows: veal chops 2u 
cents per pound, . sirloin 
steak 25 
cents, porterhouse steak 
28 cents 


•ind lamb and mutton chops IS to 
20 cents. 
Bacon and ham are sell- 


ing for 2r> cents a pound. With ex- 
ception of lamb 
and mutton 
the 
price today is 
one-fourth 
higher 


than six months ago and local deal- 
ers expect a 23 per cent increase in 
price in the course of the next six 
months. 


The growing scarcity of cattle in 


this state is assigned for the cause 
>f the majority 
of the 
meat con- 


sumed being shipped in 
from the 
western markets. 
Chicago beef now 
dominates the market. The retiracy 
of local stock raisers from the cattle 
industry, was said by a dealer in a 
statement to the reporter, was due 
to the fact that the profit on beef 
cattle had depreciated to one-third 
of its former standard. 
Pork which 
has had a two per 
cent increase since last January 
is 


bound to rise on a scale that will 
probably be 
higher than 
that of 


beef. 
Mutton and lamb never have 
caused a scare in this locality be- 
cause of the fact that this is one of 
the leading counties in the sheep 
industry. 
Owing to this fact the 


price of mutton and lamb will not 
climb the ladder.

Glucose For Wounds. 


For either moist or dry rlrcss- 


ing-. for Mounds glucose may be 
UM-d 
Km the former, the sur- 


face of the wound is first thor- 
oughly cleaned 
with sterili/.ed 


cotton swabs moistened with a 
4.S solution of glui ose in water. 
This forms an isototiic saccha- 
rine ".serum." It is then coher- 
ed with dressing so.'iked in the 
solution, \\hich is secured in the 
usual manner with sterile wool 
and bandages. 


For the dry dressing powdered 


glucose is dusted over the sur- 
face of the \xonr:d. 
In some few 


cases this is painful, although 
the moist dressings occasion no 
pain. The dressings are renew 
od every day for infected wounds 
and thoroughly cleansed ;if each 
dri sslng.

fected Hie dressing is changed 
only on r:lternale days, and then 
less frequently as lienling pro

Washington, July 2G.—l^peeial.]—In- 


tervention in the affair* of Mexico 
may be near at hand. A condition has 
arisen which may make it inipessible 
to further avoid sending troops into 
Mexico, not only to protect American 
lives ami property, to redress wrongs 
inflicted upon American uu/.eiis. but 
also iO restore peace to that distracted 
nation. 


And curious as it may seem, no one 


really wants to Intervene 
Even army 


men, who might seem e'.'ted at the 
possibility of active service, deprecate 
•warfare in Mexico and v. ith the Mexi- 
cans. Outside of a few people along 
the border it would seem that every- 
body would like to avoid anything like 
a "muss" iff-Mexico. for that is about 
what It will be if troops are sent 
across the border.

We went to war with Spain, said the 


war advocates of that time, "because 
we could not stand such a state of af- 
fairs at our doors as were maintained 
in Cuba."

what worse because Americans and 
their property are Involved in the 
slaughter and destruction.

President 
Wilson has been doinc all he could to 
prevent hostilities. 


Mexican Hostility. 


Just the other day a translation of 


a newspaper article was received at 
the state department showins the hos- 
tility of Mexicans toward the United 
States. 
Taking for its text the tear- 


ing of the Mexican flag at Tucson, 
Ariz., the Mexican paper poured forth 
a volley of denunciation and abuse 
upon the Americans and entirely mis- 
represented the feelinir of our people 
regarding Mexican affairs. The article 
was intended to inflame 
Mexicans 


against Americans. 
It is said that

Is at St Moritz, in Switzerland, The 
bill is a mile long, and to coast down 
it takes, on an average, sixty-seven 
seconds. 
The Cresta course, ns It is 


called, is iced and runs between snow 
batiks. Its turns are *iugerous, and 
only skilled coasters venture on it 
They use the American flat toboggan, 
lying on the stomach and steering not 
ivith the feet but with lifts and jerks 
of the body. 
A few seconds from the 


start on this course the coaster Is go- 
Ing at n speed of twenty miles an hour. 
This speed soon increases to forty 
miles. 
Faster and faster 
he flies, 


swooping down the precipitous Church 
leap at the speed of tin express train, 
nud then on to the long, .straight Slnit- 
tlccock run. To fifty, to sixty, to sev- 
enty to eighty miles an hour the pace 
grows till it is like the flight of the 
Bwiftest bird through a blinding blur 
of snow. Yet the speed still increases, 
and at the end of the Shuttlecock 
eighty-seven miles an hour is register- 
ed. 
These Cresta course speeds are 


not problematical. 
They are the ac- 


curate timings of an electric clock.

Who n-ally owns the 
permanent 
encampment 
grounds 
where the club 1* loctUud? Why did 
the Board of Trade lease the ground 
to the 
Country,club? 
What right 


has the 'public on these grounds? 
What would bappen U 
the Board 


of Trade thould transfer the deed 
to the property 
to the City 
and 


County? 
These are oome or the questions 
that are being 
asked about town 
and a recent announcement that an 
effort would be made to have the 
ground formally transferred to the 
City and County authorities, served 
to bring the proposition before the 
people of the entire City and Coun- 
ty. 
About twenty-five years ago a 
small public subscription was raised, 
and to this public funds were added, 
for the purchase 
of one hundred, 
twenty-three acres, later 
known 
as 
the 
permanent 
Encampment 


Grounds. 
This ground was deeded 
to the Sta,te of Ohio for use as a 
camping ground for the Ohio troops 
but some years later the Ohio mili- 
tiamen, tired of coming to the same 
place year after year, sought other 
locations for camping purposes, and 
the ground passed into disuse. 
It 
was then that the Newark Board of 
Trade took advantage of the clause 
in the contract, which provided that 
in casfe the State should cease to 
use 
the ground 
for encampment 


purposes it was to be returned to 
the Newark Board ot Trade, and the 
Leislature enacted the law, author- 
izing the transfer of the property to 
this commercial organization. If the 
Board of Trade had not gone after 
the Legislature, the ground would 
still be in possession of the state. 
At that time the ground was in 
an 
unsightly 
condition and 
the 
Board of Trade was without funds 
to improve it. 
A 
portion of the 


ground was farmed for awhile, but 
there seemed to be no possibility of 
raising a fund sufficient to make the 
place into an attractive park, such 
as it should be. 
It was then some 


of the men of the city conceived the 
idea of forming a Country club, us- 
ing their personal funds in beauti- 
fying the grounds. 
A membership 
meeting of the Board of Trade was 
called, and an entire evening was 
taken In discussing the proposition. 
With practically no opposition the 
Board entered 
into contract with 
the new 
Country club, whereby a 
twenty year lease was granted, the 
Club to pay $650 per annum as ren- 
tal for the grounds, the Board of 
Trade pledging itself to expend the 
entire amount of proceeds from ren- 
tal upon permanent 
improvements 
on the property. . The lease further 
provided that in case the Board of 
Trade 
desired t>ossession of 
the 


property for any purpose it could be 
obtained 
at any 
time, upon one 
year's notice, 
by reimbursing the 


Country club for.ithe permanent im- 
provements it hsflt made. 
The Club 
under this 
lease took 
possession 


about three years a go, and erected 
a $12,000 Club house. 
The Club 
laid out a golf course and consider- 
able money was expended in beau- 
tifying the grounds, building roads, 
repairing fencing and preserving the 
trees. 
It should be noted that a 


clause in the lease provides that the 
public shall have free access to the 
grounds at 
any time, 
though of 


course, it is not expected that the 
public shall have free access to the 
club house proper. 
l 


Through the arrangement made 


by the Board of Trade the beauti- 
ful encampment ground is being 
prc-perly cared for and it is to all In- 
tents and purposes a public park. 
The Board of Trade can obtain pos- 
session at any time, by serving no- 
tice on the Country club and by pay- 
ing the Club the value of the Club 
house. 
There is a feeling amons some 


people that the Country c lub con- 
sists of Newark's "four hundred," 
but a glance over the list of mem- 
bers shows that people from many 
walks of life are members of the or- 
ganization and an 
examination of 
the By-laws, shows that there are 
no restrictions to membership that 
are not entirely reasonable. 


Many people have, upon many oc- 


casions, expressed the hope that the 
Club grounds would at 
some time 


become1 either a city, county, state, 
or national park, and if a movement 
is started to make this property in- 
to a big public park, witli the assur- 
ance of success, the BoaVd of Trade 
will doubtless gladly surrender its 
interest in the matter. 
The Board 


of Trade recosmxes the fact that it 
holds the property as a trustee lor 
the people. 
They are not deriving 


a cent of revenue from the prop- 
erty, but made (lie contract with the 
Country club \\ith the sole purpose 
of preserving the ground and keep- 
inK it in proper order up to the time 
when the public could take it and 
properly care for it. 


If the grounds should be deeded 
over to the citj or county now, what 
would happen'' 


The answer may be seen in the 


condition 
of 
the 
Moundbuilders' 


Park—tho fair ground. 
Neither the 


city nor the oounty at present ih in 
position to take care of and improv 
the encampment ground 
but the 


time will come when it will be a 
beautiful public park cared for by 
public funds. 
That time is not here 


but the 
public has the 
benefit of 
this deliKhtful spot at the 
Country 


club's expense and the public is free 
to enter the grounds at any time. 
Let's not get 
excited about the 


matter. 
Nobody is trying to steal 
this ground. 
It is being well cared 


for, is the pride of every citi/.en and 
when it is the right1 thing to do the 
Board of Trade may be depended 
ii'pon to turn the depd over, but it 
in to he h oped that th<» title may re- 
main where it now lies until a way 
is pointed out to make the place in- 
to a fine park, the pprmanenry of 
which is assured.
